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Docs face 
tougher 
training

INCOMPETENT, suspect and 
old doctors will have to prove 
they still have the skills to safe- 
ly treat patients, under a mass- 
ive shake-up of Australia’s 
medical safeguards to be 
phased in over coming years. 

Doctors who cannot prove 
they are not a risk to patients 
under tougher Medical Board 
of Australia registration rules 
must improve their skills be- 
fore again seeing patients, 
move to another role, or retire. 

All Australian practitioners 
aged 70 or over must have 
their work peer-reviewed and 
undergo health tests every 
three years. There are 5596 
practitioners working in Aus- 
tralia who are aged over 70, in- 
cluding 865 older than 80. 

To maintain registration, all 
doctors will have to complete 
50 hours of continuing pro- 
fessional development train- 
ing annually, focused on their 
specialised field, to ensure 
their skills are up to date. 

Doctors with multiple com- 
plaints against them will also 
have their suitability to prac- 
tise assessed.

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ARMED Protective Services Officers 
will be deployed at Victoria’s shopping 
malls, supermarkets and at festivals in a 
bid to foil terrorist attacks.

Victoria Police, the Australian Fed- 
eral Police and ASIO, who tracked Mr 
Shire for much of the past year, say they 
discovered he planned to shoot “as many 
people as he could” in a CBD attack. 
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
